They are 
not in a state of mind to receive the 
truth when they see it. They are 
aptly called opinionated, and whether 
from phrenelogical _—pecularities 
er natural stupidity, they are 
unable to weigh, investigate and 
decide by the evidence. Such men 
place enormous value upou the fact 
that they really and sincerely believe, 
themselves, the doctrines which they 
have become possessed of. Between 
this outside limit, next to the donkey 
and the man at the other end of the 
line next to God—who is of the jud'- 
cial frame of mind, whose mind is 
like a sheet of white paper, on which 
may be written all the evidence, who 
reasons from cause te effect, lies every 
form and degree of credulity. Men 
whe are influenced by every variety of 
circumstance and argument. The 
breakfast they eat in the morning 
settles the quastion for everything 
that comes comes up, with some men. 
What « friend says, what they have 
read in some newspaper, or what their 
mother told them, stops some folks’ 
minds tothe truth as tight as an oyster. 
They may have only got hold ofa 
scrap of the evidence in the case, they 


may enly look at one little corner of 


it, and very few of them leok at more 
than one side of anything, yet they 
areas firm, indeed, much firmer in 
their belicfs than the man who wastes 
the midnight oil in stady. The small 
mind is eaisily made up and bubbles 
and rattles when an attempt is made 
to turn it, like asmall stream. A 
chip will change it or a falling cod 


and any chance send it wide of its 


course. The river sweeps on its way 
in the true channel unless systematic 
work cempels it te change; and it 
should be the same with men. They, 
speaking by the strict letter of reason, 
should change their minds just as seon 
as the evidence, by reason, of weight 
and value, turns the scale aud not bo- 
fore. Human passions and prejudices 
are s® strong, however, that men will 
be many centuries iu making any pre- 
ceptible change in their ability to de- 
cide on proefs alone.

Under the caption ef “‘Warning to 
Mechanics,” the Sacramento Bee pub- 
lishes the following: 


Of course the recent destructive fire 
at Reno, Nevada, had the effect of 
stimulating buildiog in that place. Of 
course artizans avd mechanics of all 
kinds flecked to that town to secure 
werk. They went there in too strong 
numbers, and as a natural result the 
supply exceeded the demand. Nota- 
bly was the cise as regards certain 
branches of business. And pow a 
subscriber of the Bee commuricates 
and say$ that the laber market in that 
place is glutted, there is no chance for 
any others than these there to secure 
work at remunerative wages. Board 
is six dollars per week, and rooms can- 
not be had for less than $12 per 
month. Three dollars a day is the 
highest wages paid mechanics, an4 
consequently the credit side of a man’s 


strikes a balance. 

Tne above, despite its manifest un- 
truth, is hardly worth noticing, but 
we take the trouble to set the Bee 
right in a few particulore, The ruling 
wages for mechanics here rate as fol- 
lows: Plasterers, $5; bricklayers, $5; 
painters, $3 50 to $4; and carpenters 
$3 50 to $4 per day. When we say 
mechanics, we mean mechanics and 
not make-shifts. Good furnished 
rooms can be had for $6 and $8 per 
month. It is true the rooms are not 
furnished with Brussels carpets, lace 
curtains, bath-rooms, and other luxu- 
ries to which the average Sacramento 
mechanic is familiar with, but they 
are clean and comfertable. 
fire a large number of jack-leg me- 
chanics rushed in here expecting to 
get big pay fer very little work, and 
found themselves mistaken. The 
building rush is about over, and of 
course those thrown out of employ- 
meot were the poorest workmen.

As early as 1825 the Nerth Carolina 

d mines were well known, and a 
slative report of 1830 put the an- 
nual production at $500,000. The 
mines that were mest productive are 
within a radius of thirty miles of 
Charlotte, upen the central belt of 
vranite stretching across the state 

m N. E.te 8. W. This belt is 
from 10 to 25 miles wide. and Greens- 
boro and Charlotte, are nearly on its 
axis. Prior to the California discov- 
eries, the Carolina mines were very 
active, and the U. 8. mint, at Char- 
lette, was kept busy; at present, the 
mining seems mainly confined te ex- 
plorations, and the mint is used as en 
assay office. The total preduct of the 
state, to the present, has been about 
$12,000,000. This yield was increased 
some $2,000,000 by the mines in 
South Carolina, located in the exten- 
sion of the maia# North Carelina belt. 

In 1829 gold mining was begun in 
Virginia, and up to date it is estimat- 
ed that $3,500,000 gold has been taken 
out. 
ericksburg to Danville, and are in 
many places rich, but generally the 
gold was found so finely pulverized, 
er so locked up in sulphurets, that it 
ceuld not be worked profitably with 
the means at hand. 

Tennessee and Alabama have yield- 
ed probably $500,000 all teld. Some 
silver mining has been done recently 
at Newburypert, Mass. The main 
interest in precious metal mining 
east of the Rocky mountains centers, 
at present, in Georgia, where the Ap- 

hian gold and silver belt, which 

been raked from Maine to Alaba- 
ma, seems te concentrate its treasures 
nearest the surface. It is not an un- 
usual feature of the noble metal veins 
to be richest near the tail ef the range 
of upheaval. Before th ereign of Cali- 
fornia, Georgia, the Carolinas, and 
Virginia were the gold producers of 
the United States, and of eneugh im- 
rtance to secure a mint at Charlotte, 

. G., and one at Dahlonega, Ga. The 
latter place continues the centre of ac- 
tivity in Georgia, the main develop- 
ments being in the counties of Lump- 
kin, Cherekee, Hall, Habersham, 
White, Gilman, Union, and Dawson. 
In Lumpkin county alone there are 
now some 209 stamps in successful op- 
eration, and about 100 more in the 
other counties, the whole producing 
about $450,000 per annum. 


It is extremely difficult to approxi- | 


mate the actual yield of the Geergia 
gold field. Some think the richest 
yield was during the ten years before 
the building of the mint. Certainly a 
very large amount was taken out. The 
mint was in operation about twenty- 
three years. From 1843 to 1852,a 
period that included the California 
exodus and the years of least produc- 
tion, the total ameunt minted was 
$4,171,623 00. From this it would 
appear reasonable to place the annual 
product, during the twenty-three 
years of the mint, at about $500,000 a 
year. 
The tetal yield of Georgia is esti- 
mated at $14,000,000 te $15,000,000, 
exclusive of the product of the last 
three or four years, or period of re- 
vival. Almost the entire product of 
the South Atlantic field has been frem 
erdinary surface mining, and with po 
local means cf treating the sulphurets, 
thd richest quartz eres of the region. 
On the 19th of January, 1848, J. 
W. Marshall picked up at Gen. Jno. 
A. Sutter's saw will, on American 
River, in California, a piece of yellow 
metal that he sent to a Mrs. Wimme 
who was then living at the mill. 
thought it was gold, and knew tha 
Mrs Wimmer nad lived at the geld 
mines in Georgia, so sent it to her for 
her opinion. She was boiling soap, 
and put the metal in the kettle to see 
if it would corrode. This little lamp 
of metal was the key to the greatest 
treasure vaults ever known to man. 
lt was the first gold discovered in 
California that led to exploration by 
white men. More was soon found. 
At this time the population of Cali- 
fornia was not over 14,000, and the 
news did not seach the eastern states 
until the December following, but by 
the first of January, 1849, $10,000,000 
gold had been taken out with rocker, 
and crevice-knife, and the po 


world was astonnded, and from every 
country peured in the gold hunters 


in a wild scramble. By the end of 1849/8 


some $40,000,000 had been extracted, 
and the annual product increased un- 
til 1853, when it reached its maximum. 
$65,000,000. From this peint the 
product gradually receded as the rich 
gulches and bars, er alluvial depoxits, 
were worked out, until about 1860, 
when hydraulic and quartz mining be- 
gan to turn the scale upward again. 
The first quartz mill built in Califer- 
nia was erected in 1851 at Grass Val- 
le, where quartz miving has been car- 
ried on successfully ever since. It is, 
hewever, ouly lately that quartz min- 
ing in California has assumed impor-

Thomas Hitchcock is mending slew- 
ly. While he. is not entirely out of 
danger, he is deing very well, and the 
chances of his recovery quite hopeful, 
in fact it is almost certain that he will 
get well. Hiscase is a remarkable 
one, and one that has upset theories 
and given the lie to symptoms and 
appearances.

BIOCRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 


Father Paul Raffo, Superior to the Mis- 
sion Nevada and Eastern California. 


In the birthplace of Christopher 
Columbus, Genoa, Italy, was born in 
1821 Paul Raffe, who was eduated 
from infancy for the church. He pur- 
sued his studies in his native Jand, io 
France and in England, with a zeal 
found only in long lines of studisno 
generations. Being, as he is wont to 
remark, “an obscure member of the 
society of Jesus,” he was exiled from 
Italy in 1848, when the great Jesui' 
persecution was in ferce. He went to 
England, where he filled his office of 
priest and preacher for sume years, 
with occasional moves to parts of the 


centinent. In 1869 he came to Amer- 
ica aod began his service in his pew 
home us paster of St. Ignatius church 
in Sao Francisc». His extensive learn- 
ing and love of books marked bim as 
the man to go to Santa Clara as supe 
rier of the fine college which the 
church maintains at that place, an ef- 
fice which he not only filled but en- 
larged up to July last, when he wus 
elected to come te Rene to eryanize 
and carry on the Mission of the Jesuits. 
He is also pastor and parish priest for 
all the ceuntry south of the Oregon 
line as far as Washee City and west to 
the summit. Father Raffo is a man 
of profeund learning and is one of the 

test bible students of the day. He 
is said to be master of eighteen or 
twenty languages, and although he 
will soon be sixty years ef age, yet he 
is as eager in the pursuit of learning 
as any schoolboy. He devetes hours 
every day tostudy. Uniting a most 
lovable dispositien and approachable 
manner with deep learning and sin 
cere piety, the holy father is held in 
the greatest affection by all the mem- 
bers of his charge, from infancy to 
eldage.

A Leadville cor ndent of the 
Eimira, New York, te writes of 
that camp as follows: “Leadville te- 
day is tke most corrupt, ee 
and overcrewded city on the face 

ef the earth. Every feot ef ground 
has been surveyed, staked off, and re- 
corded, and the man who journeys 
thousands of miles in the hope of 
finding an inch of available ground to 
squat en, will either have to go on u 
the mountains or buy it at an exorbi- 
tant price. People in the east can 
form no idea of the crazy stampede 
that has filled up this country with 
men, who vainly expect to make a 
fertune here in a month, return to the 
states, sturt a bank, live io luxury, run 
for some effice, and forever afterward 
live on the fat of the land. Hew these 
hepes have been realized is easily seen 
by standing on the street corners and 
conversing with the half-clothed, idle 
men waitisg fur something turn up, 
or fur friends to send them money to 
get home again. The time for peer 
men to come here is past. The chances 
ef success are just about equal, and 
nebody without plenty of capital has 
any business te buy land in Leadville. 
Situations are net to be had at any 
price at present, and I advise young 
men to stick to their jobs rather than 
risk their lives in such a community 
as is congregated here. Men sleep en 
manure heaps te keep from treezi 
to death, and the streets are crowd 
with half-starved men, without a cent 
in their peckets or an ounce of food 
in their stomachs. The situation is 
simply appalling, and unless the stam- 
pede to Leadville is stopped there is 
no telling where the suffering will end. 
In Leadvi'le at present fiour is selling 
for $28 per barrel, eggs sixty cents a 
dozen, butter one dollar per pound, 
and everything elses in propertion. 
There are probably two thousand 
women here. Perhaps one quarter of 
the number are married, one quarter 
want to be—and the other half ought 
to be. The principal gambling games 
are faro banks, mustang, bigh ball, 
peker and keno.

Captain Dunne, of the Broadway po- 
lice and twenty officers.

‘captain) would drive away al! the men 
whe attempted to disturb the pave- 
ment, and would arrest any eve per- 
sisting in the offence.

Mr. R. D. Swain, a former Cleve 
lander, but new engaged iu the steck 
trade at Lawrence, Kansas, isin this 
city en a bref visit, having arrived 
frem the west but a day or two ago. 
He was met yesterday by a Leader 
reporter, who tackled him on the exo- 
dus question. 

‘“‘Have any of the fleeing colored 
men reached your city yet?” 

“Oh, yes, apy amount of them. 
There were about taree hundred in 
Lawrence when I left, and on the fol- 
lowing day anether big delegation 
was expected to arrive. The great 
center seems to be Wyandotte City. 
There must be four or five hundred at 
that point.” 

“Located permanent! y?” 

“No; but few have located perma- 
nently anywhere. They arrive in one 
tewn and the authorities send them 
on to the next town. They all get to 
St. Louis, and from there the relief 
committee send them up to Wyan- 
dotte. Tocre is a constaat stream of 
them pouring in all the time.” 

“How do they manage to live?’’ 

“Wholly on charity. ey come 
with few personal effects. “But few of 
them have either money or provisions, 
and they look te the citizens for their 
support. Some have suc in 

ting work, but there is not enough 
or ail.” 

“Well, where will they bring up?” 

“There's ne telling. They strike 
one place, and the citizens send them 
en to get rid of them. The direc- 
tien is always further west, and there’s 
no telling where they will stop. Some 
of them are beginning to grumble al- 
ready, and refuse to go further. In 
Luwrence they have been making their 
headquarters at one ef the Kansas & 
Pacific Railroad depots, but that is 
full now, and I don't know what will 
become of the rest.” . 

**How do the inhabitants feel about 
the movement?” 

‘**They hope it will stop before long.

Removal «ef Judge Cradlebaugh'’s Re- 
mains.

The remains of Judge Cradlebaugh, 
whe died in Eureka ia 1872, were dis- 
interred yesterday, by request of his 
brother, who arrived recently, and

The Judge, it will be remem- 
bered, was territorial delegate to con- 
gress, from Nevada, aod was also 
United States district judge of Utah, 
while Nevada was a portion ef that 
territery.

Atthe close of the war, he 
removed to Oregon, he returned to 
Nevada, and arrived in Eureka early 
in 1871, and prospected the surround- 
ing country.

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VARIOUS BIBLES. 


Quaint and Huamorous Titles to Old 
Editions of the Scriptares. 


Queer titles have been given to old 
editions of the Scriptures. The “Bug” 
Bible was printed in London in 1551 
by Nicholas Hyll. The nickname 
arose from the following: ‘‘So thou 
shalt not nede to be afraid fur any 
B by nighte.” Now itis, “Thou 
shalt not be afraid of the terror by 


ight.” 

The “Breeches” Bible was printed 
in Geneva in 1560, and is so called 
from that word in Genesis iii. 7. 

The ‘‘Treacle” Bible was printed in 

1568 by Richard Jugge. It reads: “Is 
there no tryacle in Gilead?’ In 1609 
the werd tryacle was changed to rosin. 
**Is there no rosiu in Gilead?” The 
word balm was not introduced until 
1611. é' 
The ‘‘He” Bible, printed in London 
in 1611 by Robert Baker, takes its 
nickname frem a curious error in 
Ruth iii. 15: ‘‘He measured six 
measures of barley and laid it on her, 
and he went ioto the city.” In the 
same year another and entirely dis- 
tinct edition was printed, in which 
the werd “she” was substituted for 
**the” above mentioned, and hence the 
name “She” Bible was given it, to 
distinguish it from the “He” Bible. 

The “Wicked” Bible was printed in 
1631—taking its name from the funny 
mistake of omitting the negative in 
the Seventh Commandment, making 
it to read: ‘**‘Thou shalt cemmit 
adultery.” This extraerdivary om- 
mission occurred again io a German 
edition of abeut 1732. 

The *‘Vinegar” Bible of 1717 is so 
called because the headline of Luke, 
chapter xx., reads: ‘‘The parable of 
the vinegar,” instead of ‘‘the vine- 
yard.”’ The printer of this edition 
was ove J. Basket, of Oxford, and, be- 
cause of the numereus typographical 
faults, it was sometimes called the 
“Basketful ef errors.” 
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A Cursed Spot. 


A lady who recently visited Moun- 
tain Meadows, says the Salt Lake T’ri- 
bune, informs us that they are now the 
very picture of desolation. Before 
the Mormons murdered 131 innocent 
men, women and children there in 
1857, the meadows were knewn far 
and wide as a paradise in the desert, 
with av abundance of grass, crystal 
streams and ever flowiogsprings. To 
day the grass is gone, the water 
courses dried up and nothing but a 
dreary waste marks the once beautiful 
spot. God's curse is uponit as it is 
upon those who murdered the inno- 
cent emigrants, and the rude monu- 
ment upon which is inscribed. ‘*Ven- 
geance is Mine, | will repay saith the 
Lord,” is there to keep green in mem- 
ory the terrible scencs enacted by a 
murderens and rapacious priesthood, 
The earth, our informant tells us, is 
sinking, and the bones which were 
gathered up after the massacre have 
thrice been buried, but will out to 
tell the damning tale. Settlers in the 
vicinity say the country is haunted, 
and the winds bring to their ears 
iercing cries for help, which echo 

k to the mountains aod over the 
plain. 
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Proposed Road. 

It is proposed, says the Lassen Ad- 
vocate, to build a wagen road frem 
some point down the valley, ever the 
ridge through Pete's valley to Mada- 


lene, thus connecting this new road 
with that to Alturas. Capt. C. A. 
Merrill and L. N. Breed are the 
prime movers in the matter, and we 
are assured that it will be accemplish- 
ed. This will put the country north 
of usin direct communication with 
Reno, saving considerable in distance, 
and avoidiug the Antelepe grade, 
which has been such a drawback to 
transportation from the railroad to 
the northern valleys. It will un- 
doubtedly draw the custem from 
Medoc ceunty, and Lake county, Ore- 
gon, from Reading te Rene, which 
will benefit eur valley. If the Modoc 
people will make their part of it, they 
will soon be in direct communication 
with the railroad. 


Opposed to Hanging. 


The Rochester Union and Advertiser 
is moved by the hideous gallows 
sceaes of Friday last to call for some 
more humane method of killing con- 
demned criminals than hanging. The

The grasshopper eggs which are laid 
by the million in Sierra Valley and 
Long Valley have proven very bard to 
destroy. They are deposited in dry, 
sandy spots, slightly elevated, where 
they are laid in like bettles packed in 
sawdust. They resemble in shape a 
banana and cling together in clusters 
very like them. They have a leath- 
ery look under the glass, are smaller 
than the average grain of rice and of 
a dirty straw color, The hatching 
process discevers itse!f by the appear- 


ance of the eyes, which look like a’ 


minute black apot en either side of 


the end where the head soon after 
comes out. The vermia hop from the 
first, although they are not half the 
size of a common honse fly. ‘Their 
wings develop slowly. There has no 
effective methed been found of de- 
stroying the eggs, although the habit 
they have of laying them in beds 
seems to afford every opportunity for 
experiment. The farmers have cov- 
ered the ground with dry straw and 
set it ou fire; have flooded the nests 
with water; 
the frost could reach the eggs, and 
dune various other things of a like na- 
ture, but the effect has been imper- 
ceptible. In the course of a number 
of experiments it has been found that 
the most effective way to destroy the 
egg 1s with sulphuric acid. The 
leathery skin desolves and Icaves the 
white contents to be destroyed. This 
is a very effectual method, but wheth- 
er the raochers could afford to have 
half their land deluged with acid 
is the question. It would be a bad 
attack which would warrant such a 
remedy. Still, if the Truckee mead- 
ows were to be’ covered as Sierra 
Valley has, and many larger dis- 
tricts in older states, desperate reme- 
(lies would be necessary. The time to 
kill them is before they hatch, and if 
necessary the state might very prop- 
erly be appealed to for the wherewithal 
te exterminatd the pests.

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A RICH COUNTRY. 
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The Salmon River Mining Excitement 
vs. Leadville. 


The reports which come in from 
what is called the Yankee Fork or 
Salmon River Mining District, says 
the New York Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal, in Idahe, are of the most 
glowing description. The ores, for 
the most part silver and geld bearing 
quartz, are said to be very high grade, 
and te occur in large veins. The 
rock, hewever, is generally very hard, 
and the ore somewhat refractory, so 
that it will probably require the ex- 
cowpioe gs of a large am»unt for open- 
ng and working the mines. 

A great many mivers and specula- 
tors wre going trom Utah to this vew 
bonanza; indeed, it is apparently 
much more popular among the min- 
ers than is the famous Leadville,, 
which attracts very little attention 
here. The chief use of Leadville te 
the mining mea of Sait Like District 
seems to be in the hope that it may 
bring them a new ra...v.d —the long 
wished for opposition to the Central 
Pacific. The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe is looked to for this; but 
the extension of that road from Lead- 
ville te this point would only bea 
stop in a through line aiming at some 
point on the coast, north of the Gulf 
of Califoruia, if set at San Francisco 
itself, and as it is genéra!ly under- 
stood that Gusyma:, Mexico, is the 
present objective point of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka an’ Sacta Fe road, there 
seems little encouragement for the 
hope of the Silt Lakers. . Leadville is 
generally supposed to be greatly over- 
estimated, anid the o!d vein-miners 
prefer Idaho» or Moutana, or Arizona 
to the deceptive bunches of a horizon- 
tal deposit—especially where lead is 
looked to for some of the profit. The 
Utah experience with lead ores has not 
been uniformly happy; sv the gold and 
silver ledges of Idaho and Montana 
are attracting a good deal of the float- 
ing population of Utah; and from the 
information attainable, their mines 
will attract great attention in the near 
fature.
